In December of 1977, the Congress enacted the Career Educa'tLon 
Incentive Act (Ejublic Law 95^207) . This legislation provided for a 
five-year Feder^i/Sta.te ^ffort in career education, beginning in 
Fiscal Year 1979 and. ending in Fiscal Year 1983. 

The Carreer Education Incentive Act'has been published in its 
entirety ' in the Federal Register of December ~18 ,""1978 rVoIumeT3 f . 
Number ,243, pages 58921 through 58926). . The Federal Regulations for 
tlhe implementation* of the Act have been published in the Federal 
Register of/bctober 17, 1979 (Volume 44 , Number 202, pag£s 60022 
through 60029) . 

The Career Education Incen1*Lve Act, under Section 13, provides that, 
the Office of Career Education created pursuant to Section 406 of 
the Education Amendments of* 1974 (Public Law -93-380) shall be the 
Federal agency responsible for administering Public Law 95-207. 
Accordingly, in May of 1979 a total of $19^500,000 was. made available 
to the Office of Career Education from the Fiscal Year 1979 appropri- 
ations, for the n initiation of tbe first year of activities under the 
Career Education Incentive Act.

In July/of 1980^a total of $ % 14,420,528 was made available to the 
Office of Career Education from the Fiscal Year 1980 appropriations, 
for"\the implementation of the^ second year of activities under the 
Career Education Incentive Act.

Under the provisions of Section 5(a) (2) (A) of Public Law 95-207, the 
Office of Career Education reserved $211 , 789 of the Fiscal Year 1980 
funding for a contract with InterAmerica Research Associates for the 
conduct of a .series of mini-conferences with representatives from 
community-based' organizations whose primary focus is on minority 
persons, ifi order to identify and compile* information about present 
and potential relationship's of such organizations 'to career educa- $ 
tic5n.

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Under the provisions of Section 5 (a) (2) (B) tH of Public Law 95-207, 
the Office of Career Education reserved $69,999 of the Fiscal Year 
1980 funding for implementing Section il2 (a) , of the Act, whictr calls, 
for the dissemination of information about Federal sources of occu- 
pational and career information-.

18. The Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands elected not to par- 
ticipate in the Fiscal Year* 1980 career education program.

5(a)(2) of Public Law 95-207, the remainder of the Fiscal Year 19£0 
funding, amounting to $13,875,000, was . available for distribution to * 
the States, the District of Columbia, and the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico,' under the provisions of Section 5(a) (1) of the Act. ♦ Section 
5(a)(1) specifies that the available funding 1 will be allocated to the 
participating States on,th£ basis of each Stated population aged 5 
to 18, with the provision that no participating State will be allotted 
less than $125,000* ' / 



Forty-seven of the States,' as well ps the District'of Columbia and^ 
the Correnon wealth of Puerto Rico, submitted thq, five-year State Plans 
for Career Education call.ed for under Section J7 o£» Public Law ^5-207 
and applied for participation in the career education State ^l^otment 
program under Section 5(a) (1) of the Act. The applicants included - 
all of the States except Nevada, New Mexico, and SQuth Dakota.
